Housing 


Of  the  66  new  Council  houses  occupied  in  the  district  during 
the  year,  38  were  allocated  to  slum  clearance.  In  addition,  39  houses 
were  inspected  by  the  Health  Department  and  were  due  for  submission  to 
the  Council.  Land  was  cleared  at  the  foot  of  Carlton  Kill  for  the 
building  of  26  one  bedroom  flats  in  1964. 

Slaughterhouses 

The  chronic  shortage  of  inspectors  has  been  aggravated  by  the 
new  slaughterhouse  regulations  which  came  into  operation  this  year,  as 
a result  of  which  the  department  was  obliged  to  take  on  an  additional 
inspector  for  meat  inspection  only.  Many  authorities  seem  reluctant  to 
take  students,  although  there  is  no  lack  of  applicants,  and  instead  try 
to  steal  staff  from  one  another,  and  there  is  no  sign  of  any  pressure 
being  put  on  them,  either  from  Whitehall  or  from  the  professional  bodies. 
Authorities  such  as  Carlton  could  help  solve  their  long-term  difficulties 
by  exercising  their  influence  on  these  backward  bodies.

The  survey  of  the  second  smoke  control  area  was  begun  during 
the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  brought  into  operation 
during  1965.

This  service  is  operated  by  the  County  Council 
and  is  controlled  by  a full-tine  organiser  who  is  based 
at  Park  House,  Carlton  (Telephone  24.-7151)  and  is 
responsible  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Arnold  and  Carlton. 

There  are  105  whole -tine  and  part -tine  helps  and 
each  week  an  average  of  488  cases  are  dealt  with  in  the 
area  covered.  The  charge  is  4/6d  per  hour.  A part  or  the 
whole  of  the  cost  is  renitted  in  sone  cir cun stances. 

The  following  are  tho  types  of  cases  dealt 

with : - 

(1)  Maternity  cases. 

(2)  Mothers  of  young  children  where  sone  help 

is  reconnended  by  the  doctor. 

(3)  Cases  of  illness  where  no  other  help  is 

available . 

(4)  The  aged  and  infim. 

(5)  Tuberculosis  cases. 

Care  of  the  Chronic  Sick  and  Aged 

The  chronic  sick  and  aged  arc  generally  cared  for 
at  hone  by  relatives  with  the  help  of  the  District  Nurse, 
but  sone tines  the  conplexity  of  the  nursing  required  is 
such  that  hospital  care  becones  necessary.  In  a few  instances 
the  patient  is  confused  in  nind  and  is  not  fully  aware  of 
this  need.  In  such  cases  it  is  seldon  necessary  to  resort 
to  conpulsory  powers  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948, 
Section  47,  and  every  such  case  in  the  past  year  has  been 
dealt  with  by  gentle  pursuasion. 

Institutional  care  for  the  able-bodied  elderly  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  County  Welfare  Service.

Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  eighteenth  Annual  Report  which  deals 
with  the  work  carried  out  during  1963. 

Since  the  last  war  - apart  from  a limited  period  about  1950  - 
there  has  been  a shortage  of  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  many  Authorities, 
particularly  the  larger  industrial  towns  have  found  it  well  nigh  impossible 
to  obtain  the  Staff  they  require.  Your  Council  has  been  no  exception  and' 
the  vacancy  which  occurred  in  mid-1962  remained  throughout  1963.  However, 
the  Senior  Pupil  Inspector  obtained  his  statutory  qualifications  at  the  end 
of  the  year  and  was  appointed  as  a Public  Health  Inspector  as  from  1st 
January  1964. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  came  into  operation  on  1st 
October  1963  and  enabled  Local  Authorities  to  make  charges  for  inspection. 

It  was  immediately  evident  that  this  duty  would  occupy  more  time  than 
hitherto  as  more  frequent  visits  throughout  each  day  would  be  necessary 
to  secure  compliance  with  the  Regulations  and  that  other  duties  would 
necessarily  suffer.  Your  Council  decided  that  the  appointment  of  a full-time 
Meat  Inspector  was  essential  and  were  fortunately  able  to  fill  the  post. 

This  Officer  commenced  duty  on  the  15th  November  1963. 

It  was  mentioned  in  last  years  report  that  subsidence  due  to 
colliery  workings  had  continued  to  make  an  abnormal  claim  on  the  time  of 
the  Inspectorial  Staff  in  relation  to  the  investigation  of  damage  to  and 
repair  of  drainage  systems.  During  1963  this  duty  required  even  more 
attention  and  no  less  than  717  visits  were  necessary  - almost  twice  the 
number  in  the  previous  year. 

The  extinction  of  poor  and  unfit  houses  is  considered  of  primary 
importance  and  considerable  effort  has  been  made  to  this  end.  Details  of 
what  has  been  achieved  are  given  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

It  was  not  practicable  during  the  year  to  give  more  than  limited 
attention  to  the  routine  supervision  of  food  premises  and  the  Carlton  No.  2 
Smoke  Control  but  with  a full  complement  of  Staff  it  is  expected  to  be  able 
to  make  significant  progress  during  1964. 
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COMPLAINTS  During  the  year  577  complaints  were  received  all  of  which  were 
dealt  with  as  occasion  warranted.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  'animals  killed  was,  therefore, 

1,117.  In  terms  of  ‘cattle  units’  the  increase  is  6,111  or  5 "6$  more 
than  in  1962. 

On  the  1st  October  1963  the  Meat  Inspection  Kegulations  1963 
came  into  operation.  These  Regulations  impose  on  every  local  authority 
a duty  to  ensure  that  the  carcases  of  all  animals  slaughtered  in  their 
district  are  inspected  before  leaving  the  slaughterhouse  and  may  charge 
for  such  inspection. 

Your  Council  resolved  to  charge  the  maximum  amounts  laid  down 
in  the  Regulations.  These  are  as  follow;- 

2s.  6d.  per  beast  (other  than  calf) 

9d.  per  calf  or  pig 
6d.  per  sheep  or  lamb 

To  ensure  lOCffo  inspection  of  meat  it  has  been  necessary  for  the 
Inspectorial  Staff  to  work  for  periods  outside  normal  duty  hours,  including 
weekends,  throughout  the  year  and  would  appear  that  this  situation  will 
continue.  I take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  Inspectors 
for  their  loyalty  which  enables  the  provision  of  a complete  meat  inspection 
service. 


The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  found  in  bovine  animals  during 
routine  meat  inspection  duties  is  again  lower  than  in  the  previous  year 
and  the  higher  figures  shown  the  respect  of  cows  and  calves  results 
from  animals  which  have  reacted  to  the  tuberculin  test  and  have  been  sent 
for  slaughter  within  the  district.  In  the  case  of  pigs  the  incidence 
remains  approximately  the  same. 
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There  was  a significant  fall  as  compared  with  1962  in  the  percentage 
of  the .number  of  cattle  beast  inspected  found  to  be  affected  with 
.diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  and  details  are  given  below;—

So  far  as  calves,  sheep  and  pigs  are  concerned  the  incidence 
of  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  showed  little  variation. 

The  quality  of  animal  being  slaughtered  within  the  area  is 
high  and  the  above— quoted  figures  suggest  - in  the  case  of  bovines  - 
that  there  is  an  overall  improvement  in  animal  health.

PROVISION  OF  DUSTBINS 

The  administration  of  the  municipal  dustbin  scheme  is 
still  the  responsibility  of  the  Council’s  Surveyor. 

RODENT  and  PEST  CONTROL 

These  duties  are  carried  out  by  a whole-time  employee  who 
is  also  responsible  for  dealing  with  insect  infestations  and  assisting 
V7hen  necessary  in  drain  testing  etc. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  ’test  baiting’  of  the  sewers 
carried  out  during  1962  indicated  that  no  rat  infestation  was 
present,  the  Regional  Pest  Officer  advised  that  no  further  survey 
would  be  required  until  October  1964. 

It  is  mentioned  for  the  purpose  of  record  that  rodent 
infestations  in  domestic  premises  aro  treated  without  charge,  but  in 
the  case  of  business  premises  charges  are  made  based  on  the  time  and 
cost  of  materials  used.  There  is  however,  little  demand  for  this 
service  by  reason  of  the  availability  of  ready  mixed  ’V/arfarin’  baits.

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Atmospheric  Pollution 


(a)  Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

At  the  end  of  19^3  there  -were  three  sets  of  volumetric 
sulphur  dioxide  apparatus  and  smoke  filters  operating  in  the  area 
operating  severally  at  Carlton,  Netherfield  and  Forchester. 

Station  No  1 Public  Library,  Carlton 

Standard  equipment  (requiring  daily  attention)  operated 
at  this  site  from  early  i960  until  replaced  by  an 
’eight  port  valve’  machine  on  20th  July  1963.  This 
type  of  apparatus  requires  but  weekly  attention 
and  results  in  a saving  of  time. 

Station  No  2 Community  Centre,  Haywood  Road,  Mapperley 

At  this  Station  is  sited  an  ’eight  port  valve ’machine. 

It  commenced  operation  on  20th  August  1963  and  readings 
therefore  were  first  submitted  to  barren  Springs 
Laboratory  of  the  Department  of  Industrial  Scientific 
Research  therefrom  in  respect  of  September  1963. 

Station  No  3 Chandos  Street  Boys* • Secondary  Modern 

School,  Netherfield 

The  standard  equipment  formerly  at  the  Public  Library 
was  installed  at  thi's  School  and  readings  were  commenced 
on  21st  November  1963  and  data  was  first  submitted  to  the 
Warren  Spring  Laboratory  in  relation  to  the  month  of 
December  1963. 

(b)  Industrial  Smoke 

No  serious  industrial  smoke  emissions  were  observed  during 

the  year. 

Minor  difficulties  were  encountered  by  three  firms  during 
the  year,  but  these  were  of  a purely  temporary  nature  and  were  caused 
as  follows s- 

(1)  Use  of  stand-by  boiler  during  annual  inspection  of 
regular  boiler  and  non  availability  of  usual  fuel 
during  ’pit  holidays’. 

(2)  Non  availability  of  usual  fuel. 

(3)  Inexperienced  stoker. 
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Atmospheric  Pollution  (continued) 


In  no  instance  was  formal  action  necessary  and  immediate 
attention  was  given  on  representations  from  the  Department. 

The  British  Railways  Motive  Power  Depot  at  Colwick  still 
remains  a significant  source  of  atmospheric  pollution  despite  the  fact 
that  there  has  Been  a large  reduction  in  the  number  of  steam 
locomotives  during  the  past  few  years.  The  smoke  problem  arises 
from  the  starting  of  fires  in  a large  number  of  locomotives  at  one 
time  and  the  elimination  of  this  nuisance  can  only  come  when  the 
replacement  of  the  steam  locomotives  by  diesels  is  completed. 

(c)  Domestic  Smoke 


It  is  unfortunate  that  work  on  the  proposed  Carlton  No  2 
Smoke  Control  Order  was  delayed  during  the  year  because  of  Staff 
shortage  and  pressure  of  other  work,  but  at  the  time  of  writing 
good- progress  is  being  made.  The  proposed  Order  relates  to  on  area 
of  68*46  acres  or  thereabouts  and  approximately  600  properties. 

In  December  1963  a White  Paper  on  Domestic  Fuel  Supplies 
and  Clean  Air  Policy  was  presented  to  Parliament  by  the  Ministry  of 
Power.
